SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Monday, April 21%, 2014, my partner (Officer Trujillo #136) and | (Officer 
Anderson #127) were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the 
Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. We were 
assigned to the bicycle team as B-2. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date, at approximately 1545 hours, my partner and | were 
conducting a business check at 1747 Yucca Street (CVS) at which time B.I.D. 
unit, 50-E, Sergeant McCall, advised us via hand held radio that he was parked 
in the CVS parking lot conducting a parking lot check. McCall further advised 
my partner and | that he observed two subjects (Later identified as Tevanyan, 
Kristina DOB: 04/14/89 and Grandos, Karen Gimena DOB: 07/26/88) drinking in 
the CVS parking lot just a few feet north of his location. 


My partner and | responded to McCall’s location. McCall stated that he observed 
Tevanyan reach down and recover a “Pabst Blue Ribbon” alcoholic beverage 
from the ground, place it to her lips / mouth, tilt her head back, take a drink and 
place it back on the ground next to her feet. McCall further observed Grandos 
recover the same “Pabst Blue Ribbon” alcoholic beverage from the ground 
where Tevanyan placed it, then place it to her lips / mouth, tilt her head back, 
take a drink and place it back on the ground near her feet. 


McCall, my partner and | decided to make contact with Tevanyan and Grandos 
to verify that they were indeed drinking a “Pabst Blue Ribbon” alcoholic 
beverage. Upon making contact with Tevanyan and Grandos we observed them 
enter a vehicle parked next to where they were standing. 


ARREST 


McCall recovered and verified the 12 oz. “Pabst Blue Ribbon” alcoholic 
beverage (4.74 % ACL / VOL) empty of its contents from the ground where both 
Tevanyan and Grandos placed it after they drank from it. 


As | approached, | asked Grandos if she and Tevanyan would mind exiting their 
vehicle so | could talk to them. Both Grandos and Tevanyan exited the vehicle. | 
asked Tevanyan and Grandos why they were drinking an alcoholic beverage in 
public. Tevanyan stated, “I’m sorry we were drinking. We were celebrating 
because | got a new job. | know it was stupid.” 


ARREST: 


We advised both Grandos and Tevanyan that we were placing them under 
“Private Person’s Arrest”, as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - 
Authority To Arrest / see attached for) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code 
- (Drinking in Public). Grandos and Tevanyan were handcuffed (adjusted 
/double locked for safety and comfort) without incident. B.I.D. unit FB-5 Officer 
Sewell and SGT. Reyes responded to our location to assist us with transporting 
Grandos and Tevanyan to Hollywood Station. We escorted Grandos and 
Tevanyan to FB-5’s patrol vehicle, placed them in the rear passenger seat, and 
seat belted him in. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


FB-5 transported Grandos and Tevanyan to LAPD Hollywood Station where their 
identifications were confirmed, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement 
Telecommunication) by LAPD Officer Agdeppa #41000. Officer Agdeppa issued 
both Grandos (D47122) and Tevanyan (D47142) a release from custody citation 
for the listed charge and was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court 
House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 05/29/2014, at 0830 
Hours with the approval of the Watch Commander Sergeant Legaspi. 


ADDITIONAL: 


Grandos and Tevanyan refused to verify were they purchased the “Pabst Blue 
Ribbon” alcoholic beverage. 


EVIDENCE: 


The “Pabst Blue Ribbon” was disposed of by Officer Trujillo.
